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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 
Claim 1 has been amended to require digestion of RNA and alkaline 

phosphatase conjugated probe with the label being AP substrate Fast Red. Claims 27- 
28 are directed to identifying the position of a nucleic acid and has been further 
amended to require alkaline phosphatase conjugated probe with the label being AP 
substrate Fast Red. 

Upon review of the arguments presented and the newly amended Claims, the 
claims are neither taught nor suggested by the prior art. The rejections of record fail to 
teach or suggest the use of the AP substrate Fast Red for visualizing AP-conjugated 
probes. Furthermore, while each of the pieces of the claim may have been known, the 
combination of elements is novel and unobvious over the prior art.
